London, January 15.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Before peace with 
Germany is a week old, the British | 
public has been brought up sharp- 
ly against the possibility of an- 
other war. Winston Spencer Church- 
ill, secretary for war; Walter Hume 
Long, first lord of the admiralty: 
Baron Beatty. commander of the 
grand fleet, and Field Marshal Sir 
Henry H. Wilson, chief of the im- 
perial staff, left London tonight, 
having been hurriedly summoned to 
aris for a consultation with Pre- 
mier Lioyd-George and other Brit- 
ish officials there on important 
military and naval matters. 

Thies summons is inevitably con- 
neoted in the public mind with the

today calling the attention to the 
threatening situation in the middle 
Batt as a result of bolshevik mil- 
itary atuccessea Which have given 
the soviets virtuAl mastery of tho 
whole of European Russia, for, al- 
though it is not yet confirmed that 
they have entered Odessa, it is be- 
lieved it cannot be long before they 
are in full possession of the coast 
regions in that vicinity.

Washington, January 15.—William 
Jennings Bryan came to town to- 
day with a brand-new idea for ratifi- 
fication of the treaty of peace with 
Germany. The treaty could be rati- 
fied on the basis suggested by Mr. 
Bryan except for the fact that neither 
republicans nor democrats would 
agcept it. 

Mr. Bryan proposed that the dem- 
ocrats “walk out” when the roll 
was called for ratification with the 
Lodge reservations, leaving the re- 
publican majority of the senate to 
full responsibility. The 
democrats could, Mr. Bryan believes, 
then make a politi#al desgeg@of ¢ 
destructive Lodge reservations to 
determine whether the people 
agreed with Mr. Wilson or Myr. 
Lowee on the scope of American par- 
ticipation in the league of nations. 


Failed to Censider Bitter Enders. 

The chief objection to Mr. Bryan's 
program, aside from the unwilling- 
ness of senate democrats to be re- 
garded as “slackers” wasthat he 
failed to consider that 15 republican 
“bittter-enders” were a part of the 
senate majority which adopted the 
Lodge ratification, and that they 
would join the “bolting” democrats 
to prevent a quorum for ratification 
of the treaty with the Ladge reser- 
vations. 

With the democratic minority 
walking out or remaining silent 
when the roll was called on the treaty 
ratification, the “bitter-ender” re- 
publicans who do not want the treaty 
ratified in any form, would be 
equally silent or absent and a quo- 
rumof the senate would not be pos- 
sible. 

Mr. Bryan appeared in the senate 
press gallery this afternoon to de- 
nounce newspaper headline writers 
for stating that he had broken with 
the president over the treaty, and 
to say in one breath that the treaty

Supreme Council Has 
Drafted Note Asking for 
Extradition of Former 
German Ruler. 


Paris, January 15.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The supreme coun- 
‘cil has drafted a note to the Dutch 


government asking for. the. extra- 


dition of the former German. em- 
peror. It will probably be sent 
Saturday. 

The note refers to article 227 of 
the treaty of Versailles and invites 
' Holland to join the allied powers in 
the accomplishment of this act. 


Article 227 of ¢he treaty”of peace 
with Germany declares: 

“The allied and associated pow- 
ers publicly arraign William II. of 
Hohenzollern, formerly German em- 
peror, for a supreme offense against 
international morality and the sanc- 
tity of treaties. 

“A special tribunal will be con- 
stituted to try the accused, thereby 
actauring him the fuarantees essen: 
tial to the right of defence, 4 wil) 


be composed of fivs judges, ohe ap- 
L pointed by each of the teliaw ite 


powers—namely, the Unitéd States 
of America, Great Britain, France, 
Italy and Japan.” 

The article also declares that it 
will be the duty of the tribunal to 
fix the punishment which it con- 
siders should be imposed.

MEXICO IS SOWN 
WITH THE SEEDS 
BF BOLSHEVISM 


Testimony to That Effect 
Given Senate Committee 
by an American Travel- 
ing Salesman. 


POWER OF CARRANZA 


DUE TO UNITED STATES | 


Witness Says Mexic Pres- 
ident Would Fall in 
Thirty. Days But for 
Washington— American 
Women Tell of Outrages 
at Hands of Mexicans. 


San Antonio, Texas, January 15.— 
Propagandists of bolshevism have 
spread their doctrine of radicalism 
from Sonora to the Isthmus of Te- 
huantepec within a year, the senate 
subcommittee investigating the 
Mexican situation was told today by 
an American traveling salesman. 
The witness was heard in executive 
session in order that he might be 
guarded to that extent by reprisals 
by Mexieans. He begged that his 
name be not used because he ex- 
pects to return to Mexico. 

Carranza, when forced to choose 
between two smail armies in the 
south, one led by the federal com- 
mander and the other known as the 
bolshevik force, declared in favor of 
the latter, he assured the: commit- 
tee. Striking laboring men in oth- 
er districts, he seid, were. frank: in 
thete dretecatiat of ofhpver, oH

“I have told the American ¢on.- 
suls in Mexico about the conditions,” 
he testified, “but ] -could always 
note that they were averse to 
hearing the facts, and. especially 
anything reflecting unfavorably up- 
on the Carranza government. They 
would rather converse with some 
fellow who knew nothing . about 
Mexican conditions.” ~ 

“Wilsen Seema Hypnotized.” 

“Mr. Wilsoa sedms td pe hypno- 
tized by Mr. Carranza,” he added. 

“If the American government 
should ceasé to support Carranza he 
would not last thirty days. The 
merchants and business men of 
Mexico want law and order, but 
they cannot hope for such while the 
bolshevik gang is upheld by the 
American government.” 

As an indication of the openness 
with which bolshevism is taught in 
Mexico, he told of a method em- 
ployed in Guayamas, Sonora, when 
he was there a year ago. A mah 
was making a@ speech in one of the 
public parks. 

“The man got upon a bench and 
sang to attract the crowd,” the 
witness said.

Mawr college, in an address here 
tonight at a meeting held at the 
Bryn Mawr club in behald of the 
college’s endowment fund campaign. 

Miss Taft asserted it is to avert 
the necessity for a strike of any 
kind that the colleges of the coun- 
try have launched-their drives for 
funds. She declared that teachers 
already have begun to revolt aJainst 
Jess than a living wage and that 
“radicals have appeared amon- the 
teachers in New York schools and 
one at least in Beston.” Hundreds 
of schools in New York and Maine 
have had to close for lack of teach- | 
ers, she said, and uniess salaries are | 
increased, “a few years will see us’ 
without teachers.”

Askgd as to’ how the prohibition- 
ists succeeded in getting New York 
atate, one of the wettest common- 
-wealths in the union, into the “dry” 
column, Mr. Anderson said the “mir- 
acle was accomplished unwitting- 
if by the liquor intérests and Tam- 
many.” He went on: 

“Tammany put into its platform 
in’ 1918 an anti-prohibition plank 
and tried to carry the legislature. 
The republican candidates, gener- 
ally, declared for ratification and 
were elected. Because Tammany 
had made it a ‘party matter’ the 
republicans did likewise. Tammany 
chiefly was interested in electing 
a governor and did elect a gov- 
ernor, but the ‘drys’ won the legis- 
lature because they knew. ratifica- 
tion would be up to the assembly 
and that it would not go to the 
governor for signature. The elec- 
tion gave us four-fifths of the rep- 
resentatives in both houses commit- 
ted to prohibition. We simply beat 
the Tammany ‘wets’ at their own 
game. Two-thirds of New York 
state already was ‘dry’ by ‘local 
option.” 


LIQUOR CHOKES 
WAREHOUSES 
IN. KENTUCKY 


Louisvifie, January 15.—John Bar- 
leycorn’s kneckout, definitely com- 
pleted tomorrow whén he takes the 
final count with the advent of na- 
tional prohibition, will be keenly 
felt in Kentucky, where bonded 
warehouses bulge with unattainable 
millions of gallons of prime to or- 
dinary “drinking likker,” as Ken- 
tyckians commonly express it, 

Early in December best estimates 
were that. 35,000,000 gallons with 
an ordinary wholesale value of 
about €400,000,000 were under the 
guardianship of Uncle Sam, being 
mellowed and awaiting withdrawal 
from bond. Most of it, whisky men 
say, is there yet in stout oak bar- 
rels subject to slow evaporation— 
“outage,” internal revenue men term 
it—destruction by the elements and 
other commercial hazards, including 

ssibie theft. , 

Its vicissitudes form an interest- 
ing chapter. -Early in 1919 its own- 
ere refused to be stampeded by the 
probable advent of wartime prohibi- 
tion. When they saw that law be- 
come effective July B they sat tight 
and awaited developments. With 
the constitutionality ‘df the war- 
time law determined early in De- 
cemnber they were shocked into ac- 
tion and. vainly tried to export it. 
No wthey wait, hoping for a mir- 
acle that will enable them to con- 
vert it from a liability into an as- 
set and turn it into cash.

Washington, January 15.,—Defi- 
nite plans for furnishitig Poland 
with war materials and food to aid 
in checking the westward spread 
of bolshevism are being considered 
by the United States ‘and by allied 
governments, Secretary Baker said 
today before the house ways and

Poles Only Barrier. 


The military aspects of the food 
situation in Europe are “purely 
speculative,” as to details, but not 
as to results, General Bliss said. 
It was the “growing opinion,” of 
military experts, he added, that 
Russian soviet armies would turn 
toward the west, where they would 
outnumber the Polish forces, their 
only barrier. 

General Bliss said that in grant- 
ing loans the United States-shouid 
demand of the allies that they pro- 
vide the Poles with military sup- 
plies. At was at this point Secre- 
tary Baker told the committee that 
the allies and the United States 
were planning to furnish arms to 
the Poles. Such action was favored 
by the United States government, 
he.said, and to furnish food re- 
lief in Poland would be “protect- 
ing civilization” rather than follow- 
ing. out a “humanitarian impulse.”

tively fixed for Poland at Paris, 
also was cited by General Bliss as 
a possible cause for western move- 
ment by tha Russians. Starvation

Describing Poland as “the pos- 
sible storm center” in Europe, Gen- 
eral Bliss declared that when “a 
whole people are brought to starva- 
tion” they make war on a neigh- 
pen segs a. “epee Mee ny so “renew the 
conflagration that we had 
hdd died out.” or 
_ The bolsheviki, General Bliss con- 
tinued, are regaining coal, oil, grain 
lands in the old Russian empire and 
will soon “be able to care for them- 
selves regardless of any blockade.”

In the 
Connecticut state prison a year ago 
there were 567 prisoners. Now 
there are 120 vacant cells and it 
may not be necessary to build a 
new $3,000,000 prison. Captain W. 
J. Dempsey, of the New York Cen- 
tral railroad detective force, says 
the ‘hobo’ has been forced to go to 
work, because there is no longer 
such a lure of the ‘free lunch, the 
booze, and the saloon stove.’ 

“Charies R. Buchanan, jailer at 
Hannibal, Mo., whose position used 
to pay him $175 by. reason of his 
feeding prisoners at 20 cents a meal, 
has returned to his old job of cigar 
making, because prisoners are s0 
few that he cannot make it pay. 
Middletown, N. Y., which has been 
‘dry’ now for more than a year, re-

What Brought Prohibition. 


“Prohibition was consummated hy 
the moral element of American cit- 
izenship, including the businéss ele- 
ment, which recognized that alco- 
hol, even when moderately used, 
lessened efficiency. The railroads 
were the first to recognize this and 
as early as 1890 the Reading rail- 
road ordered the dismissal of engi- 
neers or firemen who frequented 
saloons. The Lackawanna and oth- 
er roads adopted similar restric- 
tions later. Life insurance actua- 
ries in their mortality figures for 
‘moderate’ drinkers clinched the ar- 
gument for abstinence in the busi- 
ness and tommercial werld.

form the basic structure of the 
movement are largely dependent 
one upon another.

The wise thing for the public to 
do is to take each of these splendid 
and constructive “commandments” 
seriously to heart, and put all of 
them into effect collectively. 

And if the observance of “Thrift 
Week” has the effect of educating 
the masses up to a point of doing 
that, and inspiring them withva full 
sense of their duty in that direc- 
tion, the movement will have more 
than justified itself. 


BONE-DRY. 


Tomorrow will live in history as 
“Bone-dry. Saturday’’—the first 
day of nation-wide prohibition by 
constitutional law. 

At 12 o’clock tonight the efght- 
eenth amendment to the _ fed 
eral constitution, putting an end to 
the liquor traffic in this country, so 
far as it is possible for law to put 
an end to it, becomes effective. 

Prohibition will then be a provi- 
sion of the fundamental law of the 
land; so it is probably here to stay, 
for the ofly means by which alco- 
hol for beverage use can be rein- 
stated is by the enactment and rat- 
ification of another amendment to 
the constitution permitting it— 
which, after a trial of real consti- 
tutional prohibition would proba- 
bly be as difficult to do as to nul- 
lify the fifteenth amendment, that 
prohibits human slavery. 

Many of our citizens seem to have

Much that is theoretical and 
purely prospective attaches to Zion- 
ism, but the visiter to Jerusalem to- 
day may find many evidences of the 
revived spirit of nationalism among 
the Jews, such as colonies, schools, 
hospitals and social service schemes. 

Of unique interest is the move- 
ment for the restoration of the an- 
cient Hebrew language. This has al- 
ready attained such firm founda- 
tion that théPe are today in Pales- 
tine Jewish children who know no 
other language than that of “the 
sweet singer of Israel.” 

So far as the Jews of the world 
have a distinctive speech today it is 
Yiddish. Virtually there is no other 
of corrupted Hebrew. Yiddish is the 
language of the ghettoes of Russia 
and eastern Europe. Since the Jews 
of America are mostly immigrants 
from these regions, they also speak 
Yiddish, Virtually there is no other 
Jewish language in common use. 

A Dream of a Zionist. 

However widely Aispersed the 
Jews have never ceased to dream 
the great dream of a return to thelr 
own land. One man who went back 
to Jerusalem and remained an irre- 
pressible Zionist in spite of all ob- 
stacles saw that his people must 
have back their own language if 
they ever hoped to claim their own 
land. So he began a propaganda 
for the revival of Old Testament 
Hebrew. He launched a little paper 
in Jerusalem and a school and, most 
practical of all, he began work on 
a modern Hebrew dictionary. 

That man is still in Jerusalem and 
as full of fire and enthusiasm as 
ever and by no means superannu- 
ated. His son, “Ben Avi,” is also 
back in Jerusalem with him after 
having become a well-known Zion- 
ist speaker in America. The son In- 
troduced me to the father and thus 
I was set to looking into the pres- 
ent use of ancient Hebrew in Pales- 
tine. 

All classes of Jews, 
Zionist as well as the bigoted 
ecclesiastics from Spain and 
Europe, found themselves in agree- 
ment upon the proposition that the 
children of .Abraham should have 
back their own tongue, the common 
heritage and glory of all of them, 
in whatever direction they had been 
scattered, Reasons of national pride, 
of racial solidarity and of religious 
loyalty all urged the revival of 
Biblical Hebrew as ae spoken 
speech. 

Bringing Hebrew Down to Date. 
Since the time when the language 
of the Old Testament ceased to bea 


the modern 


living tongue, great changes have 
| éome over the speech of mankind. 
The progress of civilization has cre- 
ated thousands of new objects, uses, 
customs and needs, and each has 
had to have a set of words coined 


for it. All dictionaries have to be 
revised regularly. Nothing less thau 
tremendous -changes are necessary 
to make the tongue that passed cur- 
rent in Palestine’ three «thousand 


fyears ago fit for the needs of to- 


day. David never talked about an 
automobile or train or a steam- 
ship or an airplane or a whole 
category of modern science, dts- 
covery and education. 

Zionism’s dictionary maker is 
having the fun of creating Hebrew 
words to fit all of these thousands 


of articles and expressions. He does 
not want to take over bodily the 
foreign words and phrases, for the 
new-old Hebrew language should be 
consistent in type and usage. There- 
tore he is adapting largely the Ara- 
bic translations for the words miss- 
ing from King David's vocabulary 
modifying them as there is need. 
Arabic and Hebrew are closely re- 
lated languages, so this makes the 
lexicographer’s task comparatively 
easy. The new Hebrew dictionary 
i. well on the way toward publica- 
on, 


David's Tongue in David’s City. 
Despite the prevalence of Yid- 
dish, the speech of Jewish immi- 
grants to Palestine from all sec- 


tions of the earth differs widely. 
therefore they are the readier to 
make the original Hebrew, brought 
down to date, their common tongue. 
So schools are in active operation 
in Jerusaiem today, where all sub- 
jects are taught in Biblical Hebrew. 

Riding trom Jerusalem to Haifa 
in a@- railway train one day 1 had 
for companions an English-speak- 
ing Zionist and his little son. The 
chrid prattled away in what I took 
to be Arabic, but the father proud- 
ly told me that the son spoke only 
Hebrew. I recognized many of his 
words as almost the equivalent or 
Arabic, but the father explained the 
Slight differences. He further satu 
that so many of the child’s play- 
mates spoke Hebrew only cnat he 
had no lack of companionship. 

So great has been the progress 
of the movement for the restoration 
of the Hebrew speech to the He- 
brew people that one may go into 
any ot the bazars in Jerusalem 
commonly patronized by the Jews 
and by speaking only Hebrew one 
may be able to transact ordinary 
business. When the Hebrew-speak- 
ing fashion becomes universal it 
will be a new bond of solidarity for 
the chosen people.

“The man who thinks he can earn 
$50,000 a year should decide whether 
he really wants it,” Mr. Higham 
says..."He will not get it if he does 
not make up his mind, and one day, 
when he gets it, he will probably 
regret it: A man should never envy 
the successfuls but emulate them.

Where to Get Iron. 
According to the latest physio- 
logical studies there is present in 


the entire blood of a man of average

hemoglobin contains a 
quantity of iron. The iron

the sulphur in the hemoglobin of 
the blood. The iron in the entire 
mass of blood amounts to ebout half 
teaspoonful, according. to the 
lptest physiological. investigations. 
The hemoglovin is contained in 
the red blood corpuscles. In each 
teaspoonful of blood there are over 
sixteen hundred millions of rel 
corpuscles, and to state it in Sun- 
day edition styl¢, the total surface 
area of all the red corpuscles of the 
entire blood (25 trillions of cor- 
puscles, if you. Know what I mean) 
amounts to just one and three- 
fourths square miles. I give these 
figures, not to fill space (for my 
job here depends on saving space), 
but to emphasize the very great 
surface of red corpuscles available 
for absorption of oxygen from the 
air in the lungs. You see, every 
single red corpuscle passes in. sin- 
gle file through some ultimate ca- 
pillary in the lungs where it gives 
off its carbon dioxide and takes on 
its load of oxygen. The blood cor- 
puscles are tireless carriers. 


The physiologists estimate that 
something less than one-fifth of a 


grain of iron is excreted from the 
body daily, and thisamount of iron 
must be supplied to the blood daily 
in one form or another. Don’t worry 
about it. It is easy to eat a fifth 
of a grain of iron a day. Each of 
these foods supplies in the most 
available form. for the blood the 
amount of iron required each day:

Washington, January 15.—What 
the railroads of the United States 
want in the way of government aid 
and regulation is set forth in a 
remarkable “brief” just submitted 
on their behalf to the house and 
senate conferees on the Esch-Cum- 
mins bills. The Constitution cor- 
respondent had access to this doc- 
ument today. It was prepared for 
a majority of.the railway execu- 
tives by their general counsel, was 
approved by them, and is now un- 
der discussion among the house and 
senate conference committeemen. 
The “brief” outlines what the lead- 
ing railroad magnates consider to 
be the legislation essential to re- 
sumption of private ownership. 

The document goes over virtu- 
ally all the ground in controversy, 
including points in dispute between 
the railway exctutives themselves, 
as developed in their conference at 
Washington last week. One of these 
groups is headed by Samuel Rea, 
president of e Pennsylvania 
railroad: Judg@ Robert &. Lovett, 
of the Southférn Pacific, and T. 
DeWitt Cuyle chairman of the 
F railway executi¥es committee. The 
other group is led by Daniel Wil- 
Jard, president of the Baltimore and 
Ohio, and Howard Elliott, of the 
New York, New Haven and Hart- 
turd. 

Want Profitable Provisions. 


Firat and foremost among the 
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points made by the railway execu- | 


tives is their acceptance in princl- 
ple of government regulation. They 
are apparently even anxious for it. 
But they insist that government 
control must be accompanied by 
finding provisions for generous 
financing of railway properties, for 
their profitable operation, for fu- 
ture money needs, and for the 
liquidation of existing obligations. 

Of hardly secondary 
in the “brief” is the demand for 
a government guarantee of income. 
The executives are opposed, how- 
ever, to the so-called “equalization” 
of revenue whereby unprofitable 
roads would be indirectly financed 
by the richer lines, 

On the critical question of the 
participation of labor in the man- 
amrement of the roads, the execu- 
tives take strong ground. They 
want all labor disputes arbitratea 
on A compulsory basis as provided 
in the senate bill. They renew 
their hostility to the inclusion of 
representatives of labor and the 
public in railway boards of direc- 
tors. “It is exceedingly doubtful,” 
the brief states, “whether labor de- 
sires such representation, Even if 
it does, the proposed provision 
would relieve the boards: of direc- 
tors of a portion of the responsi- 
bility to the public for the

They contend that 
the government ought to provide for 
an additional loan of at least $500,- 
600,000 for the use of the railroads 
undet private management. The 
house bill offers $250,000,000 and the 
senate bill a loan of $500,000,000. 
It is declared that half a billion 
dollars is the irreducible minimum 
with which the railroads can af- 
ford to be content. Even with this 
federal grant in aid, the companies, 
it is claimed, will require to appro- 
priate not less than one billion dol- 
lars for extension and improvement 
of equipment and other purposes 
during 1920. In this connection, 
the railroads strongly urge recon- 
sideration of that section of the 
house bill which requires the pres- 
ident to set off the current in- 
debtedness of the government to a 
carrier against the carrier’s capi- 
tal. “If the indebtedness of the 
carriers to the government remains 
unfunded,” say the executives, “and 
must be provided for elsewhere, the 
amount which the roads will go into, 
the market to secure will be that’ 
much larger and will bécome ab- 


solutely prohibitory.” 


The executives brand as insuffi- 
cient the proposed six months period 
in which the government is to con- 
tinue to guarantee a fixed return 
to the invester. It is represented 
that reorganization and refinanc- 
ing will require the lion’s share of 
a year. Government guarantees on 
the present basis, it is felt, should 
be extended for at least eight or ten 
months. 

Object To Provision. 

Objection is taken by the exec- 
utives to, the senate bill’s provision 
preventing a land carrier from in- 
creasing any rates reduced to meet 
water competition unless after a 
hearing by the interstate commerce 
commission it shall be found that 
each proposed increase rests on a 
cause rather than elimination of 
Water competition. 

“This provision,” it is declared, 
“would prevent the commission from 
permitting an increase of a rate 
thus loavered, even as a part of a 
general increase of rates and even 
if such increase is necessary to es- 
tablish a harmonious rate system 
and to prevent discrimination, It 
seems to us that the discretion of 
the commission should be enlarged 
in this connection and that an in- 
crease of a rate heretofore reduced 
for the reason mentioned, might be 
not only justified but required in 
the house.” 

The executives also object seri- 
ously to the old system of state 
control of interstate rates on inter- 
state lines. “We again call atten- 
tion,” they say, “to the fact that it 
is impossible to maintain a struc- 
ture of interstate rates without 
anrresponding changes in state 
rates, and that if the state rates 
are left to be finally determined by 
the states, it amounts to surrender 
“>y the federal government of the 
power to regulate ratés on inter- 
state commerce,

for or against the Lodge reserva- 
vations, and put the republicans on 
the defensive in. the elections this 
year. 

Mr. Bryan dwelt on his idea at 
great length. But both republican 
and democratic leaders were able to 
dismiss it in a few words. Senator 
Hitchcock, like Mr. Bryan, ¢elaiming 
Nebraska as his home, declared the 
democrats might as well vote for the 
ratification of the treaty with the 
Lodge reservations as to permit 
such ratification by their silence. 

Mr. Hitchcock did not draw atten- 
tion to the rule of the senate which 


did. They said that the republican 
“bitter-enders” could not be forced 
into making a quorum any more 
than could the demoerats. 

Fine Idea, But Won’t Work. 

Opinion about the senate lobbies 
came down to the view that Mr. 
Bryan had a fine idea, but that it 
would not work out in actual prac- 


tice. Stretching their imaginations 
even sv fur as to consider his pro- 
gram practicable, senators could not 
reconcile Mr. Bryan's repudiation 
of any break with President Wil- 
son with his recommendation that 
the democrats give silent acquies- 
cence to the program of putting the 
treaty ratification with the Lodge 
reservations squarely up to the 
white house. He explained that by 
suying that the president and the al- 
lies could determine whether the 
Lodge reservations were acceptable, 
although his whole idea seemed to 
be based on the president’s acquies- 
cence, since the Commoner referred 
repeatedly to the eloquent appeal of 
a suffering world for peace. 

Mr. Bryan’s appearance at the 
capitol and his talks with democrat- 
ic senators transcended all other 
events in the treaty situation today. 

The Bryan program drew greater 
interest than a conference between 
republican “mild reservationists,”’ 
Senator Lodge and democrats. This 
conference had heen hailed as the 
first real step toward treaty com- 
promise, but if anything positive 
came of it the senators participat- 
ing were unable to discern it. Mr. 
Simmons, of North Carolina, re- 
garded as one of the democrats 
best qualified to bring about a com- 
promise, left the conference early. 
As he climbed into his overcoat he 
remarked that the conference was 
xetting nowhere. Mr. Kellogg, of 
Minnesota, a “mild reservationist,” 
called for’ his coat.and hat very 
soon thereafter. 

When the conference =§ adjorned, 
Mr. Lodge said, the conferees had 
talked over the Lodge program of 
reservations in a general way, but 


that no actual negotiations were 
possible until the democrats had 
indicated in writing just How far 
they were willing to go and how 
many were so _ inclined. Another 
meeting is to be held on Saturday, 
when Mr. Lodge hopes to be able 
to report the sentiment of repub- 
lican senators on the democratic 
overtures. 

Bexinning, Says Lodge.

There is a great deal more 
interest in speedy ratification than 
there is in phraseology; that is, the 
republic will indorse any arrange- 
ment that is made here if the ar- 
rangement hastens ratification and 
takes this issue out of the way.

“First—It takes the question out 
of politics, and permits both par- 
ties to turn their attention to very 


important domestic issues. 

“Second—lIt permits ratification by 
a larger majority than would be | 
possible under any other plan.| 
That gives the greatest possible 
weight to our action, and has a 
tremendous influence abroad.”

printed in a pamphlet which he dis- 
tributed. Returning to the bench 
he again sang, this time the crowd 
joining in the song. The next eve- 
ning the same man spoke in the 
theater, his announced subject be- 
ing ‘The Doctrine of Bolshevism. ” 

Three months ago, according to 
his testimony, he was in Orizaba, 
south of Mexico City, at the time a 
strike was in effect. He attended 
meetings of the strikers and listen- 
ed to speeches by radical agitators 
and to the “erowds crying “vivas” 
for the bolsheviki and for- Rus- 
Sia. 

Carranza Upheld Radicals. 

It was in August, 1919, he said, 
that Carranza upheld the militant 
radicals in Tabasco... A Mr. Green, 
who, the witness said, was a de- 
scendant of an American, had de- 
clared himsejf elected governor. He 
asserted Green was not the choice 
of the people, but Green had the 
local army and retained his power 
until the appearance of a federal 
force commanded by General Per- 
tani, who, after listening to the 
complaints of the merchants and 
land owners who alleged reprisals 
by Green, overpowered the local 
army.

“Green’s troops were called 
reds’ and the ‘bolsheviki’ by the 
people in that \state,” said the wit- 
ness, It seems Bertani made a 
mistake in disarming these troops,” 
he added, “because Carranza calledg« 
him to account for it, and brought 
him to Mexico City, lectured him 
and restored Green to power with 
an army to support him against 
the will of the people. Ever since 
that time, however, Tabasco has 
had two Sovernors, one the people 
want and one that Carranza wants.” .

continued. “It may not be a dif- 
ferent world from this. We en- 
counter another aspect of one world, 
an aspect that does not make any 
appeal to our present semse and 
hence an aspect which we mav 
thoughtlessly imagine to be non- 
existent. Our senses are no crite- 
rions of existence. They were 
evolved from earthly reasons, not 
for purposes of philosophy, and if 
we refuse to go beyond the direct 
evidence of our senses we shall nar- 
row our outlook on the universe to 
a hopeless and almost imbecile ex- 
tent.” 

Sir Oliver advised persons of weak 
minds to keep away from the ouija 
board. He said he did not condemn 
it as an instrument, but believed 
that unless a person possessed a 
strong force of mind there was dan- 
ger that constant application upon 
the board might affect his mental- 
ity. 

While he expressed gratification 
at “the great spirit of friendliness” 
between Great Britain and the Unit- 
ed States, Sir Oliver said that he 
did rot believe that the time was 
quite ripe for a federation of the 
English-speaking peoples of the 
world. 

“Tf the British and American na- 
tions hang together,” he added, “and 
co-operate in good works their in-

Washington, Januarv 15.— The 
Jargest postoffice appropriation bill 
ever presented, carrying $460,977,868 
for maintenance of the department 
during 1921, was passed today by 
the housg. 

Provisighs for continuing the ex- 
isting airplane mail service after 
July 1 and for its extension were 
eliminated from the bill on a point 
of order by Representative Tincher, 
republican, Kansas, who held opera- 
tion of such service permanently 
was unwarranted by law. Repre- 
sentative Walsh, of Massachusetts, 
as speaker pro tempore, sustained 
Tincher’s objection. The item car- 
ried $85,500 for purchase of air- 
plaries and the extension of aerial 
mail routes through the south and 

o Alaska. Supporters of aerial mail 
fook to the senate to restore the 
provisions, — 

Appropriations for experiments in 
operation of motor vehicle truck 
routes and country motor express 
routes also were eliminated, mem- 
bers arguing that existing methods 
of mail delivery were adequate. 

Extraofdinary increases in prices 
of supplies and the rapid increase 
in the volume of business necessi- 
tated a large general appropriation, 
Chairman Steenerson, Minnesota, of 
the postoffice committee,’ said. 

The bill is the second general ap- 
propriation measure to pass the 
house since it reconvened following 
the Christmas holidays. The first, 
covering the needs of the Indian 
affairs bureau, carried approximate- 
ly $14,000,000. 

Following passage of the postof- 
fice bill today Republican Leader 
Mondell, of Wyoming, issued a 
statement saying that because of 
expeditious action in disposing of 
these two measures all! of the thir- 
teen general appropriation bills 
might be passed by April 1. This 
schedule, he forecast, might result 
in adjournment by June 5, several 
days before the opening of the re- 
publican national convention at 
Chicago. 

“The date which I have suggest- 
ed,”” the statement said, “will give 
us twenty weeks, or 120 legislative 
days, and much ought to be accom- 
plished in that time. Now the duty 
of every member is to bend all our 
efforts and exert every energy in 
the direction of economy of expendi- 
ture.” 

The agricultural appropriation 
and the diplomatic and consular 
service bills are expected to be pre- 
sented in the house soon, hearings 
having closed on both measures. 
The army and navy appropriation 
bills will probably be the last to be 
considered, since members of the 
ceammittee desire to have the reor- 
ganization bills for both branches of 
the service passed by both house 
and senate before appropriating for 
the needs during next year.

TO HELP TEACHERS 


Generally Believed in Po- 
‘litical Circles That the 
Finance Committee Will 
Recommend Increased 
Rate to Provide Neces- 
sary Funds. 


Following the appearance of sev- 
eral department heads of the school 
system before the nance committee 
of council Thursday morning, the 
opinion was freely expressed in po- 
litical circles that the committee's 
budget recommendations would ad- 
vocate an immediate raise in Atlan- 
ta's tax rate of twenty-five cents 
per hundred dollars tax to provide 
funds for the expected increase’ in 
teachers’ salaries. 

Many speakers came before the 
committee at the meeting, the 
teachers being represented by three 
department heads and several wit- 
nsses. Among the speakers for the 
plan were Fred E. Winburn, presi- 
dent of the board of education; Su- 
perintendent W. F. Dykes, and Mrs. 
Annie T. Wise, principal of the 
Commercial High school. 

Among the scores of people pres- 
ent interested in school and mu- 
nicipal activities were: Robert F. 
Maddox, president. of the Atlanta 
National bank; Mrs. Harry P. Her- 
mance, C. E. Phillips, president of 
the Atlanta Teachers’ association 
and Mrs. John Spalding, president 
of the City Parent-Teacher’s asso- 
ciation. 

Teachers Strike. 

That a teacher’s strike was with- 
in the pale of possibility developed 
in the addresses of two of the 


speakers, Superintendent Dykes an’ 
Miss Nora Goodman, a teacher at 
the Spring Street school. 

“Suppose all of your 
left,” said Miss Goodman, 
would you do?” 

“We'd have lots of money then,” 
returned Chairman A. J. Orme, 

“You may have to give us the 
money now,” continued th eteacher. 
“It would be looking a little ahead 
to pay us proper salaries now.” ‘° 

It was stated by advocates of the 
teachers’ petition that $238,000 
would be necessary to cover the 
salary increases sought by the 
teachers, with the suggestion that 
it should be included on the finance 
Sheet for the first six months of 
1920. 

That it was impossible to keep 
the public school system a well- 
oiled and efficient machine on the 
present income was clearly pointed 
out in the addresses of Superin- 
tendent Dykes and Mr. Winburn. 

“We can’t accomplish the things 
we ought to, when we are so badly 
handicapped for funds,” said Super- 
intendent Dykes. “The teachers 
haven't made any threats, but I 
know they are deeply concerned> If 
council refuses their plea, there will 
be intense disappointment. Not only 
disappointment. It’s going to 
amount to more than disappoint- 
ment.” 

Committee’s Attitude, 

The committee’s attitude toward 
the petition was explained by Chair- 
man Orme, 

“There isn’t a member of this 
committee who isn’t for you; every 
one of us favor doing just what you 
ask, but this is the question that 
confronts us: Where can we find 
the money?” 

In answer to this question Mrs. 
Wise stated: 

“We come right back to the point 
we were trying to stress in the 
bond election last April. The city is 
trying to live on the same income 
that it had years ago. Is there a 
home where the living expenses 
have not increased tremendously? 
And yet we are trying to make the 
city do its housekeeping with the 
Same old figures.” 

“In that other’ election,” Mrs. 
Wise continued, “there were those 
among you who misled many vot- 
ers. I say ‘misled’ advisedly. For- 
tunately we know who those gen- 
tlemen were. This time there shall 
be no defeat.”
